A visitor in Andover during the past 
few -weeks -has been the father of 
Walter French, the well known team- 
ster.

Our readers may perhaps not un- 
derstand that enameled book paper 
used in our best magazines for half- 
tone illustrations, and in art works of 
all kinds, called coated paper, is sub- 
jected to a process which has consti- 
tuted an industry of itself. The coat- 
ing is put on after the paper is made 
and then dried and passed through su- 
per calenders, The coating mills have 
heretofore bought paper made espec- 
jally for this purpose from the paper 
mills, and subjected it to the coating 
‘process, producing the higher grade 
product.

Clayns Against Prospect Mulls. 


Another hearing ‘was ‘theld Tuesday in 
regard to the claims of the Lawrence 
National bank against the Globe and 
Prospect Worsted mills. The Lawrence 
bank claim is for $20,000 and the bank 
contends that the Prospect mills should 
be held for the indebtedness, while the 
trustees in bankruptcy.consider that at 
least half the obligation belongs to the 
Globe mills. % 

The Pacific bank is having a hard 
time to prove that the Prospect mills 
should be held for the note of $4170.78, 
“which is due the bank. The matter 
was gone into in detail this morning. 

The following-statement in regard to 
the matter was made by Lawyer C. A. 
DeCourcy, counsel for the other cred- 
itors: ; 

“A note dated April 10, 1895, made by 
the Globe Worsted mills, payable to the 
order of the Prospect Worsted mills, on 
two months, for $4170.78, endorsed by 
the Prospect mills, and by Samuel Rob- 
inson, ‘was sent by the Puritan-Trust 
company to Lawrence for collection at 
maturity on June 12, 1895.That note was 
paid at the Pacific Nat. bank on June 13 
1895, and charged up to the Globe 
Worsted mills as paid by them . On 
June 12, 1895, at the close of business 
“there was an overdraft at the bank on 
the Globe mill account of $189.84. On 
June 13, 1895, when the note was paid, 
there were deposits received from the 
Globe mills amounting to $4400, which 
were checks of the Prospect mills to 
the Globe mills. This note of $4170:78 
has been renewed from time to time by 
the Globe mills and the discounts. paid 

“by the Globe, and both mills were de- 
| positors in the bank.” 


| Mr. DeCourcy argued that it was 

clearly a Globe mill obligation. Law- 
yer J. J. Mahoney declared it was 
plainly a Prospect mill debt. 


Judge Thompson reserved his.decision 
in regard to all the claims._—It-these 
| bank claims and others are not proven 
| against the Prospect: that concern will 
, be solvent.

way company received a blow straight 


from the shoulder at the meeting of the’ 


board of aldermen Monday night,.when 
the franchise granted. by last year’s 
board was revoked. This action was 
unanimous and was--made after “the 
board had listened to the road com- 
munication accepting the franchise but 
rejecting the conditions. 

Much interest is being taken in the 
discussion in regard to the street rail- 
way franchise-in-Lawrence by the local 
people because of the pearing which it 
has upon the pending request for a 
franchise for a double-track on Broad- 
way in this town. It will be remem- 
bered that at the hearings held: in the 

the 


matter of granting a franchise, 
citizens demanded that the road should 
do certain things before the franchise 
be granted. A committee was appoint- 
ed to draw..up the demands and pre- 
sent them to the board of selectmen. 
One of the members of that committee 
stated to the writer that the committee 
had been aware all along that it would 
be illegal to impose any conditions in 
the franchise, other than what were 
in the original franchise, but they be- 
lieved it was legal to require that cer- 
tain things should be done before the 
franchise: asked for was granted at 
all. In other words, that the com- 
pany should be given to understand 
that after they had complied with the 
requests of the citizens as regards 
fares, etc., then the franchise would 
be granted them for additional rights 
on Broadway. The- selectmen, how- 
ever, have made a deep study of the 
subject and at the present time are of 
the opinion that even this cannot be 
done. They .claim that the statutes 
expressly state that no conditidn shall 
be imposed, and that there shall be 
no bargain and sale of additional rights 
in this respect. As soon as such a 
bargain is sought to be arranged, it 
becomes a bargain and sale, which the 
Jaws declare, according to their under- 
standing, to be illegal.

located in Saunders block, at 254. Essex. 
street, were gutred°HP™ ttre “about 11 
o'clock Sunday morning: and an en- 
tire loss of between one and ‘two 
thousand .oliars was sus.ained. The 
cause of the fire is unknown and Chief 
‘Rutter refused to give out a statement 
as to his opinion of the origin. 

The Sunday morning edition of the 
Sun-had-been issued and with the 
work, fer the day compieted, the estab=- 
lishment was deft ani the ‘doors locked. 
Some little while later and about 11 
o'clock, flames and smoke were noticed 
in the office and an alarm of fire was 
pulled In from--box 13,. located at the 
police station. 

Despite the heavy fail of snow, the 
department was quick in responding, 
and when the apparatus reached the 
scene, there was every inoiication of a 
big. fire. Smoke and flames were pour- 
ing from the large windows .and the 
men lost no time in pitching into their 
work. They worked hard and degerve 
much credit for keeping the fire within 
the bounds which they dij. Less than 
half an hour’s work showed them that 
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The fire started either in the office of 
the Postal Telegraph company or in 
the business _office--ef-the ~Ameriéan 
“Publishing company, but. up to last 
“night-the chief engineer had not gatis« 
fiei himself as to which place it origi- 
nated. : 

The flames ate through the partitions 
and rapidly reached the editorial de- 
partment of the newspaper office. 
Desks and other fixtures and papers 
valuable to the office were consumed, 
and the loss to the American Publish- 
ing company is esitimatei at about 
$1000. Some of the newspaper files 
which are of inestimable vaiue to all 
newspaper offices, were destroyed and 
others were damaged about the edges. 

In the office of the telegraph com- 
.pany, the loss was total, the switch- 
board, instruments, and fixtures being 
destroyed. The loss here, will probably 
not excee! one or two hundred dollars. 

By thelr efficient work, the firemen 
kept the fire confined to the front offi- 
ces “and practically no damage was 
done in the rear of the establishment 
wheré the linotype machines’ and -type- 
setting department is located. ‘ 

In ithe basement, the damage was by 
water only. Here the press was dam- 
aged by rust and was put into a bad 
condition by the ‘water’and chemical. 

Slight damage by smoke was done tu 
the second story .of the: bullding and 
the windows and sashes of one-of the 
rooms were smashej. 

The inconvenience to both companies 
‘was very great for the Postal Tele- 
graph Co. was cut out completely and 
also ‘the Associated Press service t 
the Sun. , 

The loss to the building will proba- 
bly not exceed $1000 and it is covered 
by insurance. The loss to the Ameri- 
can Publishing company is also covered 
by insurance through the agencies of 
Edward L. Arundel ani John K, Nor- 
wood & Co.

vancement in Heat, Light and Power, a 
chapter would be written on Medical 


and Physical Sciences. aa 
The first and greatest life saving dis- 
covery Was vaccination, although four 
years before the century commence | its 
usefulness was not developed until the 
19th century. 
| The second in importance was in 1843 
“Ether”, which. made pogsible many 
operations that otherwise could not be 
done, and relieved much suffering. 
During the last 20 to 25 years a new 
science theory has been inaugurated in 
medicine, called “Preventive Medicine” 
Whereas it was formally the belief to 
drive out disease, the theory now is to 
prevent, it. Hence, filter beds for our 
waterworks, sewerage purification, 
garbage plants and the boards of 
health with their necessary power. to 
enforce the stringent measures called 
for tO Stamp out or prevent further 
spreading: All “these are along. the 
line of preventives. Alongside of these 
.is the “Germ—Disease Theory.” Germs 
ate the smallest. .living—orgaiems.—-A 
“gentleman was once asked to describe 
the difference between a germ, microbe 
and*parasite. He wittingly answere! 
they call it a germ in Germany, in 
| Paris a parasite and in Ireland a mike- 
robe, however, there is a great differ- 
ence in the three. For a parasite may 
be quite large, such as a tapeworm, 
moss On a tree, misletoe, etc. 


The germ theory has brought into 
being spectalists, microscopists, biolo- 
gists, bacteriologists, etc., and when 


Koch made any special <dscovery thou- 
sands experimented to prove him cor- 
rect or otherwise. Har‘ly a month 
passes but a new germ of. a disedse-4s 
discovered. . : 

The microscope has come into great 
use. About 25 years ago Pasteur first 
got practical results in germ cure for 
wine culture and later prevented chick- 
en cholera, splenic sheep and hydro- 
pholbra by inoculation, the latter has 
given him a world wtde revutation. One 
of the greatest objections raised 
against ‘the germ theory is: Why 
don't we all take the diseases ani die 
the next day if germs are in the dust in 
the streets and practicaHy everywhere 
we go? The answer is: (Conditions 
must be right-for,- propagation. we 
breathe them and they pass away, but 
let a person ‘have an abrasion in _the 
throat. caused by cold, ete., and breithe 
in the genms of diphtheria. Conditions 
are r'gh?- for a case of diphtheria. An 
experiment was tried on 12 rabbits for 
tuberculosis at Lake Saranac. Four 
rabbits were inoculated and put in a 
Gamp, un?ealthy place. Four were in- 
oculated and let go free in a healthy 
place. Four were not inoculated, but 
put under the same unhealthy condi- 
tions as the first four. All were well 
fed. The first four developed tubercu- 
losis. Only one of ithe second four de- 
veloped tuberculosis, and the four not 
inoculated showed a very poor, lean 
condition, but no signs or trace of tu- 
berculosis. This proves that the germs 
must .be present, and also that condi- 
tions must ‘be suitable, and also that a 
person: can have consumption started, 
and by food, air and surroun tings, can 
recover. Hence the great importance 
of good, hygenic Surroundings. And in 
all probability what is true of this is 
true of.other- germ diseases. 

Standing at the head of hymotiec dis- 
eases is “Small Pox,” of which Dr. 
Carleton will speak on Thursday, Jan. 
30th. It is the most destructive of all, 
or has been in the past. 

“The seconi is surgical Pus . which 
formerly was very common in surgical 
operations. All are now considered un- 
necessary by the use of antiseptics and 
thorough cleanliness. ~ 

Childbed fever, milkleg, abscess in the 
breast, are now unnecessary, through 
care and sterilization. Diphtheria -in 
olden times wes called putrid sore 
throat, later, membraneous croup. It 
has been discovered that a horse can 
be inoculated, and produce. another 
germ disease, which is death of to the 
diptheria germ. Antitoxin. And in one 
hospital in Boston the deathrate has 
been reduced from 50 per cent down to 
nine per cent( and that likely many 
more could be saved if the Antitoxim 
eould be used in time, It makes a 
great difference whether it is used on 
the first day, second day or third days, 
poupenly almost useless on the third 
fay. 

Another great danger of infection is 
the cat and the dog. All coniitions 
may be right but a cat is often ‘allowed 
in the room. No notice isitaken of it. 
It goes forth to the neighbors. Other 
children play with it, ete. A dog will 
lick up phegm from -a “consumptive. 
Visit swill barrels, etc., and children 
will fondle and kiss them, and the dog 
will kindly lick their faces and unkind- 
ly transmit whatever {is on his lips in 
the way of germs, etc, No one can 
wonder when they think how easily dis- 
eases can be transmitted. The doctor 
said-he thought the day would come 
when dogs and cats would be kept un- 
der the strictest sanitary surveillance 
and come under the rules of the health 
board. 

Malaria and yellaw fever have been 
traced to a certain kind of mosquito, 
ani malarial districts are being drained 
and kerosene used to stop propagation 
of the mosquito. 

Pneumonia, cholera, boils, dandruff 
anil appendicitis are all acknowledged 
as germ diseases now. The doctor 
went into-much detail and answered 
many questions. The lecture lasted over 
an hour and a half, and thoroughly in- 
teresting all through. He also de- 
scribed how much care in cleanliness 
and preparation -was necessary before 
a serious operation was performed at 
the hospital. Showing that a ‘hospital 
is a great boon and a great blessing to 
a community, when serious cases are 
to be treated, which is would seem im- 
possible to get conditions so suitable in 
a private house.
